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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 20-27 are objected to because of the following informalities: The "hot 
short" phenomenon recited in claim 20 is well known and well defined in metallurgical 
art and art of cited references; therefore, it is not needed to put said phenomenon in 
quotation marks and further define it in parentheses. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

WO 02/095082 (PTO-1449), GB 2355990 (PTO-1449), or USP 6726877 to Eccles. 
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WO 02/095082 discloses the features including the claimed Ag based alloy (page 
1 , lines 25-29 and page 1 1 , lines 29-31 ). GB 2355990 discloses the features including 
the claimed Ag based alloy (page 2, lines 8-16 and page 4, lines 20-23). Eccles 
discloses the features including the claimed Ag based alloy (col. 1 , line 27 and col. 2, 
lines 55-65). Therefore, when prior art compounds essentially "bracketing" the claimed 
compounds in structural similarity are all known, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
clearly be motivated to make those claimed compounds in searching for new products 
in the expectation that compounds similar in structure will have similar properties. In re 
Gyurik, 596 F.2d 1012, 1018, 201 USPQ 552, 557 (CCPA 1979); see In re May, 574 
F.2d 1 082, 1 094, 1 97 USPQ 601 , 61 1 (CCPA 1 978) and In re Hoch, 57 CCPA 1 292, 
1296, 428 F.2d 1341, 1344, 166 USPQ 406, 409 (1970). As stated in In re Peterson, 
315 F.3d 1325, 1329-30, 65 USPQ2d 1379, 1382 (Fed. Cir. 2003), that "A prima facie 
case of obviousness typically exists when the ranges of a claimed composition overlap 
the ranges disclosed in the prior art". Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to select any portion of range, including the claimed range, from 
the broader range disclosed in a prior art reference because the prior art reference finds 
that the prior art composition in the entire disclosed range has a suitable utility. Also 
see MPEP § 2131 .03 and § 2123. 

With respect to the alloy property such as resistant to form cracks in claim 20 that 
are defined in relative terms and conditions which would have been inherently 
possessed by the alloys of cited references. 
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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed April 7, 2008 have been fully considered but they are 



evinced by page 10, lines 13-17 of WO 02/095082 that the claimed Ag content is 
overlapped. The [0019] in U.S. patent Application Publication No. 2007/0009375 fails to 
substantiate the claimed Ag content is critical and possessed unexpected result. 
Unexpected results must be established by factual evidence. Mere argument or 
conclusory statements in the specification is not sufficient. In re Geisler (CA FC) 43 
USPQ2d 1362 (7/7/1997) and Ex parte Gelles, 22 USPQ2d, 1318. Comparison must 
be done under identical condition except for the novel features of the invention. In re 
Brown, 173 USPQ 685 and In re Chapman, 148 USPQ 711. The showing of 
unexpected results must be occurred over the entire claimed range. In re Clemens, 622 
F.2d 1029, 206 USPQ 289, 296 (CCPA 1980). The scope of the showing must be 
commensurate with the scope of the claims. MPEP § 716.02(d), In re Tiffin, 448 F.2d 
791 , 792 (Fed. Cir. 1 971 ), In re Coleman, 205 USPQ 1 1 72, In re Grasselli, 71 3 F.2d 
731, 743, 218 USPQ 769, 778 (Fed. Cir. 1983), and In re Greenfield, 197 USPQ 227. 

Applicants' argument with respect to GB 235590 and Eccles is noted. Examiner 
reiterates the response as set forth in paragraph immediately above.
